curacy of onr pondition a hundred 
years ago. I find, however, this rec- 
ord, that in 1770 there wore 77 Bap- 
tist Churches in, the Colonies. 
We 


must not, however, associate these 
numbers with the large city churches. 
They were for tho most part, if not 
entirely, small bodies of disciples, 
with only a small aggregate'number 
of members. Those who have euro- 
fully examined the subject nave va- 
riously estimated the number of Bap- 
tists in the Colonies in 1770, from 
15,000 to 25,000. 
From 1770 to 1784 


onr churches increased from 77 to 
471, or more than six-fold. 
This 


great increase in the number of tho 
churches followed the close of tho 
Revolutionary war, M-hen many of 
our brethren emigrated to what were 
then tho new portions' of the country 
to make homos for themselves and 
their families in the 
wilderness. 


These emigrants formed themselves 
into new churches, so that there was 
probably no such increase of mem- 
bers as the increase of churches 
would imply. 
In that year, 1784, 


we find the first authentic report of 
numbers, and there were then 35,101 
Baptists in this country. This, you 
observe, was only 91 years ago. Tak- 
ing these facts into the account, 25,- 
000 is probably a large estimate of 
our numerical strength July 4| 1776. 
Estimating the population then at 
3,000,000, this would give us one 
Baptist (o every 120 of the popula- 
tion. Have we held this percentage? 
Our population has grown with an 
amazing rapidity, and now embraces 
vast numbers of Catholics, Rational- 
ists and Infidels, who are to great ex- 
tent beyond our reach.
